SUBSTITUTE SPECIFICATION UNDER 37 CFR S1. 125(b) 

Applicant submits the enclosed "Marked-up Substitute Specification" and "Clean Copy 
of the Substitute Specification," and requests that the Examiner replace the originally filed 
specification with the enclosed substitute specification. 

Specifically, the specification at paragraph [012] correctly identifies mecamylamine as 
being A/-2,3,3-tetramethylbicyclo[2.2.1]heptan-2-amine. Moreover, it is well known in the art 
that the chemical name for mecamylamine is A/-2,3,3-tetramethylbicyclo[2.2.1]heptan-2-amine. 
However, there are instances in the specification as well as in the pending claims (which are 
being corrected with the Reply to Office Action submitted concurrently herewith) where 
mecamylamine is referred to as being N-2,2,3-tetramethylbicyclo-[2.1.1]heptan-2-amine 
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instead of A/-2,3,3-tetramethylbicyclo[2.2.1]heptan-2-amine. The substitute specification 
corrects those typographical errors where mecamylamine is referred to as being N-2,2,3- 
tetramethylbicyclo-[2.1.1]heptan-2-amine instead of A/-2,3,3-tetramethylbicyclo[2.2.1]heptan-2- 
amine. 

Accordingly, no new matter has been added to the substitute specification.
